The bill to .exempt snipes from the oper-, 


ation of the game law, having been referred; 
to the senate militia committee, Utley, the 
universal wag, submitted the following re- 
Dort thereon: 


Your committee to whom- was .referred; 


assembly bill STo. 234, known as the snipe's j 
bill, have had the same under consideration,; 
and ask leave to make .the.following report:: 


Your committee would-say., in the outset 


that as this is the only business they^have 
had:before them during the session, theyj 
have been able to give.it that .attention.its' 
magnitude and importance.-required,, and 
for the purpose of enlightening this honor-; 
able body in matters of importance, your; 
committee would aay, the snipe belongs.to; 
the species Scolopax-Gallinae, it ia migra-i 
tory in its habits, therefore it should not be! 
classed .with birds such as the Cnpido,.or: 
. Pinated Gronse, or Tetrao-umbellus, Buff; 
Grouse, or Peredrix Virginianus, Quail or) 
Patridge. The Gallinae, or snipe, makes! 
its appearance in our latitude about the Isti 
of April, it stays here a few weeks, and 
then proceeds on to some place unknown 
to your committee, to attend to its regular; 
business, that is to propagate and :rear its; 
young, it is generally supposed they choose! 
marshes, or swamp land for this purpose;1 
your committee, therefore,, hoped that the; 
reports of the recent swamp land survey 
would throw some light upon the manner 
of its nesting, and rearing its young, &c., 
but we are compelled to say, so far as we 
have been able to examine the survey, it 
has not this merit, if any nests were found/ 
there were probably robbed!, and charged to 
the state as hen's eggs. 
; 


There baa been, much dispute about the 


manner in which .the snipe subsists ; some, 
affirm.that it lives by .suction. 
It ,is said; 


by introducing its billin certain places in 
the earth, it can suck nourishment, not on- 
ly sufficient to subsist, but even to grow fat. 
If this be the fact, your commi.ttee.are com- 
pelled to acknowledge the great similarity 
between the species under consideration 
and another species that hover about this 
capitol, introducing their bills for • the 
ex- 


press purpose of suction, as the vaults of 
our treasury will attest.: With, ^perhapsj 
this difference, there is no evidence that the 
first mentioned species has any outside 
pressure brought to bear upon its ; bill, in 
the way of outside sacks. Again your 
committee find a difference between the 
snipe's bill and some other , bills that have 
been introduced by the., capitol species ; 
while the one .makes a very small hole, and 
the suction is very slight, the other proposes 
to make a very large hole and a very deep 
one, even,to the center of the earth, the 
suction of which would be felt to the utter- 
most parts of the state. While on this 
subject, some of your committee . say that 
they have no particular objections to tak- 
ing a suck themselves, if proposed .by, an 
honorable member of this body, in a g,enL 
tletnanly way, at a proper time. 
. , 


Your committee have had under serious 


consideration, the propriety of permitting 
birds, -with, southern- proclivities,: passing 
through our state in these exciting times, 
withouta passing notice, although your com- 
mittee are compelled to admit that the concili- 
atory tone of the president'smessage has some 
what modified their feelings in that respect. 
We have, therefore, concluded this is a mat- 
ter that should more properly go.before the 
committee on. federal relations. 
.. , 


In conclusion your committee would say, 


if there is any. terms made use of in: this 
report, which this honorable body do not 
understand, it has not been done in a spirit 
of mockery. 
It seemed fitting on this, our 


first appearance in the way of a report, that 
we should make use of a few high sound- 
ing wordsj altho.ugh we might not underr 
stand them ourselves ; .and would say fur- 
ther that we make the passage :of this bill 
a personal matter after this effort, and re- 
commend that the bill do pass.

Amendments 
io the FugtUv* Slave 


Dm-vv. 


We copy from the New York Evening 


Post the following synopsis of the bill 
amending the fugitive slave law, which was 
proposed bv the committee of thirty-three, 
and passed the of representatives by a vote 
of 92 to 82. 


This bill provides that every person ar- 


rested under the laws of congress for the 
delivering up of fugitives from labor ahall 
be produced before a court, judge or com- 
missioner mentioned in the law approved 
the 18th of September, 1850, for the state 
or territory wherein the arrest may be made, 
and upon such production of the person, 
together with the prool'.; mentioned in the 
sixth or the tenth section of said act, such 
court, judge or commissioner shall hear 
and consider the same publicly ; and if of 
opinion that the person arrested owes labor 
or service to the claimant, according to the 
laws of any other state, territory, or the 
District of Columbia, and escaped there- 
from, shall make out and deliver to the 
claimant a certificate stating these facts. 


If the fugitive, upon the decision being 


made kno.svn to him, avers that he is free, 
and does not owe service according to the 
law of the state or territory .to which he is 
•to be returned, such averment shall be en- 
tered upon the certificate, and the fugitive 
shall be delivered to the marshal, to be by 
him taken and delivered to the marshal of 
the United States for the state or district 
Jr'om which he is ascertained to have fled, 
who'shall produce him before one of the 
judges of the circuit court of the United 
States for the last mentioned state or district. 
It shall be the dnty of said judge, if the fu- 
gitive persist in his averment, forthwith, or 
.at the next term of the circuit court, to 
cause a jury to be empanelled and sworn to 
try the issue whether such fugitive owss la- 
bor or service as claimed, and a true verdict 
be given according to the evidence. 


On such trial the fugitive shall be enti- 


tled to the aid of counsel and to process for 
procuring evidence at the cost of the Uni- 
ted States, and upon such finding the judge 
shall render judgment. A certificate of all 
the facts to be filed by the marshal in the 
office of the clerk of the United States dis- 
trict court for the state or district in which 
the fugitive was seized, within sixty days 
from the date of the arrest; a fine of $1,000 
and imprisonment for six months to be the 
penalty for failure. 


It is also further enacted that no citizen 


of any state shall be compelled to aid the 
marshal or owner of any fugitive in the cap- 
ture or detention ;of such fugitive, unless 
when force is reasonably apprehended to 
prevent such capture, or detention too pow- 
erful to be resisted by the marshal or owner. 


The amendment, as a whole, was looked 


upon so favorably by the republican repre- 
sentatives that a large number gave it their 
votes. -

J. Crittenden with an extension of the 
same to territory that may hereafter be ac- 
quired, as a basis of adjustment which will 
successfully remove the causes of difference 
forever from the arena, of nationalpolitics. 


Resolved, That the people of Missouri be- 


lieve that the peace and quiet of the coun- 
try will be promoted by a convention to 
propose amendments to the coastitution of 
the United States and this convention urges 
the legislature of this state to take steps 
for such a convention. 


Resolved, That in the opinion of this 


convention that the employment of a mili-
